Pahokee City Commissioners 
were surprised by the large 
crowd of firefighter, police offi- 
cers and emergency medical 
technicians along with para- 
medics who packed the small 
commission chambers during a 
workshop meeting held Tues- 
day night. 

The standing room. only 
crowd, mostly Pahokee city em- 
ployees in fear of retaliation, 
Stood by and watched as their 
comrades one after the other 
told the city commissign about. 
allegations of wrongdoing by 
Fire Chief Gary Burroughs. 

The department workers ac- 
cusations range from, endan- 
gering the lives of fellow fire- 
fighters to temper tantrums al- 
legedly thrown By the chief. 

Right away Mayor Alvis 
Davis took control of the work-

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Purchase of Glades General finalized; 
Low level discharges from . Hospital Administrator Gene Faile resigns 
lake to begin this week

Officials at Province Healthcare took over 
ownership of Glades General Hospital last 
week. They purchased the 73-bed Belle Glade 
hospital from the Palm Beach County Health- 
care District for approximately $15, 150,000, ex- 
cluding working capital. 

Chief Executive Officer Gene Faile, who had 
previously expressed a desire to continue as the 
administrator if Province took over, announced 
his resignation the same week. Hie last day was 
Friday, April 16. 

Jeffrey At director of corporate commu- 
nications, r. Faile expressed a desire to 
pursue other interests and was not forced to 
leave. Many employees at the hospital were 
saddened to learn of Mr. Faile's resignation. 

Employees threw a party for him on Friday. * 

Mr. Faile had served as the administrator at 


the hospital for two. years and had overseen. 
many improvements, including helping the fa- 


cility re: a substantial profit after Ever- 
Medical Center in Pahokee

approximately $25 million for its most recent 
fiscal.year. Å 

Mr. Atwood said an interim CEO, Jim Se- 
ward, has been hired and started Monday, April

In a press reléase April 14, Martin S. Rash, 
president and chief executive officer of Province 
Healthcare said, "We are very excited to have 
Glades Geferal Hospital as part of the Province 
family. Province is solely committed to provid- 
ing top-quality care and service to people in ar - 
eas just like the Glades. We expect to add need- 
ed services, build relationships with the exist- 
ing physicians, recruit additional physicians as 
needed, upgrade the facility, and ultima ly 
build-a replacement ‘hospital. v

were not allowed to help. 

Some firefighters say that in 
a recent incident firefighters 
were told they were not al- 
lowed to assist the paramedics 
during a cardiac arrest in 
which the women died. 

Mr. Schenck told the commis- 
sion firefighters are allowed to 
a help until they are not longer 
needed. 

“Firefighters are first to re- 
spond, but when the*ambu- 
lance shows up it is their re- 


sponsibility,” said Mr. Schenck. | 


"If we are needed to assist the 
ambulance personnel then we 
will do 80.” 

According to Mr. Schenck the 
problem stárted when the åm- 
bulance showed up on: the 
scene and ambulance person- 
nel stood back and let firefight- 
ers handle the incident. 

Mr. Schenck said the fire de- 
partment responses to all calls 
they are dispatched to from the 
county. 

Other allegations. raised by 
the firefighters were incidents 
of poor behavior on the part of 
the Fire Chief. 

They claiméd he had been 
caught yelling at employees 
and throwing objects in the de- 
partment. 

* Mr. Schenck told the.commis- 
sion he had heard several dif- 
ferent storjes concerning this 
matter and would not respond 
to those allegations: 


In regard to the.department 
hiring & firefighter with a poor 
driving record, he stated an in- 
vestigation was being conduct- 
ed into that matter and the 
new hire was under a six 
month probation. 

In another allegátion, the 
fire chief was accused of not 
properly advertising the need 
for additional firefighters. 

During the workshop meet- 
ing Mr. Schenck told commis- 
sioners and the audience that 
an advertisement had been 
placed in local newspapers con- 
cerning the replacement of full 
time firefighters at the depart- 
ment, which is down to three 
firefighters and nine volun- 
teers. 

However, Brenda Bunting, 
Editor and General Manager of 
The Sun disdgrees with Mr. 
Schenck. 

“In looking at our records 
cver the past three months, we 
can find nowhere that the City 
of Pahokee has advertised 
these positions in The Sun," 
said Mts. Bunting. 

Several other issues were 


discussed during the meeting. 


Numerous firefighters who had 
quit the department in the last 
few weeks told commissioners 
they left because of poor treat- 
ment and said that maybe if 
the chief was a little nicer to 
them they would not have left. 
Y Firefighters claimed the 
"chief has placed them in seri- 
ous life threatening situations. 

Gregory James told the com- 


mission he believes the chief 
does not value the lives of m 
firefighters. 

Mayor Davis. asked Chief 
Burroughs if he would like to 
respond to these allegations, " 

Chief Burroughs told the 
commission his role tonight 
was to listen to the allegåtions 
and to respond to them in writ- 
ing at the next commission 
meeting. 

"I am here to resolve all of 
these issues myself and I do 
value the life of employees," 
said Chief Burroughs. 

Chief Burroughs is expected 
to discuss many of the fire- 
fighters complaints at the 
Tuesday, April 27 regular com- 
mission meeting. 

After the meeting firefight- 
ers said things have to change 
at the department. 

One unidentified man said 
"We are upset that some resi- 
dents would think that during 
this type of problem within the 
department, that we would not 
do our job correctly." 

We are professionals and 
when we are needed we will be 
there for the residents. Some of 
us feel that the good old boy 
System is not working anymore 
and something has to be done 
about the Chief and if neces- 
sary with the city manager 
himself. 

We love Pahokee. We have 
gotten to know the residents 
here and we just want to be 
treated like the professionals 
we are."

Scientists have successfully 
seeded clouds to produce rain 
and snow. Other researchers 
have created methods to dis- 
perse fog and attract lightning 
bolts. In the 1960's, the Nation- 
al-Hurricane Center endeav- 
ored unsuccessfully to weaken 
а hurricane. 

Research into weather modi- 
fication continues but most me- 
teorologists will tell yo that it's 
not nice to fool with Mother 
Nature.

* er. As Hartley Burr Alexander 


writes іп The World's Rim: 
Great Mysteries of the North 
American Indians" (Univerrity 
of Nebraska Press), "the entire 
culture of Indians seems built 
up out of prayer for rain." 
That "prayer for rain" often 
comes in the form of a rain 
dance. Elaborate ceremonies 
associated with rainfall are not 
only important to Native Amer- 
icans but have become part of 


. their civilization, especially for 


Indians who lived in the arid 
southwestern part of the coun- 
try. 

Rainfall was the difference 
between life and death for the 
Hopi Indians of Arizona. To ob- 
tain that vital rainfall, the 
Hopi's created an extraordi- 
nary rain dance. 

It begins with male members 
of the tribe gathering as many 
snakes as they can find. The 
snakes are placed into a small 
shelter made of cottonwood

lage. 
The Indian priests pick up 


the snakes one by опе, place 
them in their mouths, and 
‘dance’ around with them. The 


priests will dance with every

for their rain. dance because 


they resemble lightning bolts. 

Surprisingly, storm clouds of- 
ten form following the dance. 
Perhaps, Indian rain dances 
are successful because Indians 
are more attuned to nature. 
Some 'say the Indians know 
when a storm is blowing in. 

That was certainly the case 
in the summer of 1926. Chief 
Billy Bowlegs of the Seminoles 
moved his entire tribe deep in- 
to the Everglades just days be- 
fore a huge hurricane hit Mia- 
mi. 

The Chief knew the storm 
was coming because he saw the 
sins in nature: the migration of 
rats and rabbits to the North, 
the barkfhg of alligators and 
the blooming of the saw grass. 

Å few weeks after the hurri- 
cane hit, а meteorologist in Mi- 
ami was asked ‘about. the 
Chief's forecast. “We make mis- 
takes,” eh said. “But, those In- 
dians never miss.” 

Since our dry spell began in 
early February, folks have been 
suggesting that I do some kind 
of rain dance. I don't think I’m 
quatified but I know some peo-, 
ple who are.

Bacterial pneumonia rémåins 
a leading cause of death around 
the world, and accounts for 
nearly 10 percent of hospital 
admissions in this country. 

Although bacteria can estab- 
lish an-infection in the lung tis- 
sue after inhalation of"infec- 
tious particles from the air, or 
even be spread through the 
blood from another organ, the 
most common method of infec- 
tion comes from "aspiration" of 
bacteria from the nose, mouth 
or throat. Such aspiration 
occurs when saliva or mucus is 
accidentally drawn: down the 
trachea and into the normally 
clean and sterile lungs. 

While 70 percent of normal 
healthy people aspirate saliva 
or mucus during sleep, the 
human body employs several 


techniques that help keep the

ОЕ researcher studies changes in 
the elementary school principalship

There are twice as many'women in the ele- 
mentary school principalship as there were a 
decade ago, but job stress and responsibilities 
have increased, leading principals to retire ear- 
lier and earlier, a University of Florida 
researcher found. 

"There are à lot of things beginning to happen 
in the principalship," said Jim Doud, the chair 
of UF's educational leadership department. 

* *The changes have posed a whole lot of issues 
for people to address in the next decade." 

Doud's recently published book, "The K-8 
Principal in 1998," co-written by Edward Keller, 
is the culmination of a 10-уеаг study of elemen- 
tary school principals-commissioned by the 
National Association of Elementary School 
Principals. Doud worked with the Educatianal 
Research Service, a research group that works 
with national education organizations, to ana- 
lyze 1,323 questionnaires from principals 
nationwide. P 

The principals association has conducted sim- 
ilar studies every ten yeats sínce 1928. One of 
the most significant differences between the 

` 1988 and 1998 studies was that the percentage 

ol women in the principalship jumped from 20 
percent to 42 percent and is continuing to grow, 
Doud said. "Sixty-five percent of those with less 
than five years of experience in this study were 
women," he said. "The implication of that would 
seem to me that opportunities for women will 
continue to increase, and there's no reason to 

expect otherwise,” У 

Doud said this shift is positive because the 
number of female teachers has far exceeded the 
number of female principals for years. Closing 
this gap will help bring more experienced edu- 
cators into leadership positions, Doud said. 

However, Doud is concerned about how this

mary figure is the mother," he såid. "Often, the 
male that they have in the elementary school 
classroom or principalship is one of the most 
significant role models that they have." 

Another significant trend among principals in 
the last 10 years is a 40 percent turnover rate, 
and Doud said he expects a,similar turnover 
over the course of the next decade. 

“The benefit of such a high turnover rate is 
that you continue-to have people who are 
young, energetic and have probably been 
trained уіп methods more in harmony with the 
direction things are going now," he said. “The 
real drawback is that ypu lose a pool of experi- 
enced leaders, peoplf who have been around 
ànd who have learned to manage some of the 
things that are part of the process today, who 
have insight and can help teachers and parents 
deal with some of the issues." 

According to the date reported in the study, 
today’s typical elementary school principal is a 
five-year-old white male who has been a princi- 
pal for 11 years, worked at least 10 hours a day 
and plans to retire at the age of 57. Despite the 
increase in the number of female principals, 
Doud said the number of minorities remains 
surprisingly low,'which he said concerns him 
about the the future of the job. ~ 

“Part of the problem is that we don't have а 
lot of black or Hispanic men or women in the 
teaching ranks, and the historical pattern is 
that you select principals from the ranks of 
teachers," he said. "We're very concerned about 
this nationally because we have a diverse popu- 
lation of students, and the population of princi- 
pals isn't very Шуегве at all.”

Dear NASCAR This Week, 
My question concerns the 
body styles used in NASCAR.

Ford started using a two- 
door version of the Taurus in 
1998, and I have failed to see 
a two-door version in their 
showrooms. Has NASCAR 
waived the rule concerning 
body styles, or have the rules 
changed?

First of all, there has never 
been а rule concerning how 
many doors a race car should. 
have. Occasionally four-door 
cars ran in races as far back 
as the 1950s. Second, when 
the Lumina was introduced, 
there were both two- and 
four-door versions. In 1995, 
when the new Monte Carlo 
wås introduced, the Lumina 
became strictly a four-door 
vehicle. The final point is one 
we have made before. The 
cars that you see racing in 
NASCAR events do not have 
any doors. Ford merely 
decided to make its race vehi- 
cle the Taurus, and NASCAR 
approved it.
